Mr. Williams visited Little Rock pri- 


marily to greet Congressman Franklin 
W. Fort of New Jersey, a personal 
friend whom he learned to know dur- 
ing the World war. when Mr. WiUiams 
was state food administrator. It was 
while he served in that capacity that 
he formed, a friendship with President 
Hoover who last week sent him a let- 
ter wishing him a speedy recovery. 


Mr. Williams apparently was recov- 


ering until early this week when' he 
suffered a relapse. Since then physi- 
cians had entertained little hope for 
him. He had 'keen very active in civic 
and state affairs,. He was .defeated, in 
1924 for governor , in the Democratic 
primary. He served two terms as 
state sejiator. A charter member of 
the Board of Directors of the\ Arkan- 
sas Tuberculosis Sanatorium at Boone- 
villc, he has served on the board 2c 
years. He had served as president of 
the National Retail Hardware Dealers 
Association, and president of the Ark- 
ansas Clothiers' Assocation.

New York Herald issue shows that at 
the hour President Lincoln was fatal- 
ly shot in Ford's theater, at Wash- 
ington, the Civil war was .so recent 
that the actual terms of General Lee's 
surrender were not yet known a sec-

Letter, 6,000 Year* Old 


Delivered in Chicago 


CHICAGO.-Om-A letter 6,000 years 


old has just been delivered in Chicago. 


It is a stone, cone-shaped, missive 


written in Sumerian—the oldest of the 
Babylonian languages. Although dat- 
ed between 4000 B. C. and 3000 B. C., 
the letter is perfectly legible to those 
versed In its characters. It has been 
added to the private collection of J. 
L. Kraft as one of the oldest records 
in existence. 


The writer of the letter was En - 


temena, king of Lagash, a ruler who 
antedated the ancient Pharoahs and 
Abraham, of Bible fame, by at least 
2,000 years. 


Edgar J. Banks, archaeologist, and 


Dr. George A. Barton, of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, who translated 
the complete Inscription, said it tells 
n hitherto unknown story of a close 
friendship which existed between two 
of the world's oldest kings.,
